Lovejoy shown he In a coward by turn- 
ing his prosecutions Into persecutions." 


Cnpt. llreck, for the Carnegie com- 


pany, asked why Dronnan did not ar- 
rest the 1'lnkorton detectives then in 
court and charge them with murder. 


"We art) after bigger game than tho 


IMnki'rtons," retorted llrunnan." Prick's 
bring Hhot Is thu only thing that saved 
him from arrest for murder, and we 
are bound to bring him before the court 
yet." 


It was evident an extraordinary ef- 


fort was made by the Carnegie attor- 
neys to hold C'riti'hlow for first degree 
murder.

Hcrvey, as- 
sistant paymaster, testiliod to having 
seen Crlt'jhlow, on tlm morning of tho 
battle, with a gun over his shoulder go- 
ing toward the 1'lnki'rton barges. 


Samuel Stewart, a clerk in tho Home- 


stem) nfllco, who furnished his company 
the names of nil strikers who carried 
guns on that day, says ho saw Critch- 
Imv with a gun in the morning, and at 
4 o'clock he saw him liohlnd the strik- 
ers1 barricade lying <>n his face poop- 
ing through a port-hole. Stewart saw 
him, press the trigger and fire, and saw 
the smoke from his gun. 


Crltchlow's lawyers tried to break 


this testimony, but Judge Mageo In- 
terposed, Haying: "Hero wo have di- 
rect testimony of n man aiming and 
firing a gun, and of the death of the 
man. 
This case Is different 
from 


O'Donnell's. 
The lattor's association

Ho came la on tho 
limited (from Philadelphia at 8:45 last 
night in custody of Superintendent 
O'Mttra. Mullock Is the baker arrested 
at Long Branch Wedriesday and Is ac- 
cused of complicity with Alexander 
Berkman In the attempt to assassinate 
Chairman Prick, of the Cnrnegle steel 
company. He It was who sent a sum 
of money to the would-be assassin sev- 
eral days previous to the shooting of 
Frick and it is he whose relations with 
tho most rabid anarchists of the coun- 
try have got him In the meshes of the 
lav/. 


When Superintendent O'Mara arrived 


with his prisoner, a crowd of severe.! 
hundred people, all eager to get a 
glimpse of the suspect, were In waiting; 
nnd followed the officer and culprit to 
the police station/ 


When seen by a United Press reporter 


last night Mullock denied all know- 
ledge of the plot to kill Prick. He ad- 
mitted his friendliness towards Berk- 
mall, however, and even went so far as 
to confess that he had sent the latter 
the money referred to. Ho explained 
this by haying that Berkman had once 
loaned him money when he was hard 
up he returned the favor. Uerkman 
wrote from Pittsburgh for the loan. 
Ho said he had known Berkman for 
sonio time, but had not seen him since 
last April. 
, Mulloek claims that ho has only been 
in Long Branch six weeks, and cannot 
explain how Prick's would-be assassin 
knew whore to reach him by mail. In 
denying his connection with the plot. 
Mullock said: "Borkmnn In a nihilist; 
I am a socialist and do not believe In 
nihilistic principles. Berkman attended 
one of our meetings once, but was fired 
out." 


Six or seven letters, all written in 


Herman, and several of them post- 
marked Pittsburgh, were taken from 
Mullock and turned over to the New 
York police for translation.

Destruction and Bloodshed—The 
Inhabitants Flee from the Vil- 
lage—The Authorities Powerless. 


lNDiAHAroi.13, Ind., July 88.—The 


people of Star City, a village of 500 In- 
habitants on the Pittsburgh, Cincin- 
nati, Chicago & St Louis railway, are 
having a terrible experience with a 
gang of Italians who are employed by 
the Indiana Oas Co. in laying the pipe 
line from the gas fields to Chicago. 


Nearly 1,000 men are employed by the 


company, and as many of them have 
their families, the camp contains nearly 
8,000 people. 


On Monday a number of the men quit 


work and went to Star City In a body 
and began drinking. They soon be- 
came boisterous and quarrelsome, and 
frequent fights among themselves oc- 
curred. 
The authorities were pow- 


erless to maintain the peace, and the 
town was practically abandoned to the 
brawlers, who soon turned their atten- 
tion to the inhabitant* and cleared the 
streets, assaulting everyone, whether 
man, woman or child, who appeared on 
the streets. 


For half a day fully 200 of the labor- 


ers paraded the streets defying the au- 
thorities, breaking windows and tear- 
Ing down fences. The two saloons in tho 
place were broken into and cleaned 
out, the desperadoes drinking all the 
liquor they could find. 


doing to the railroad depot the riot- 


ers robbed the office of what money it 
contained and assaulted H. B. Stanton, 
the agent, in a horrible manner. After 
beating htm nearly to death they 
dragged him out upon tho street, 
stripped him of his clothing and sus- 
pended him by his arms to a tree. Ho 
was rescued almost an hour later in an 
exhausted condition, and may die. 


When night fell the people of the vil- 


lage abandoned their homes and nod 
from the place to surrounding towns, 
where they could get protection. 


The rioters are still in control, and 


have secured whisky from other places, 
and the scenes of Monday and Tuesday 
are being re-enacted, except that the 
fighting is among the rioters, as the 
citizens have not dared to return to 
their homes 
About one-fourth of the 


entire camp is engaged in rioting, and 
blood has flowed freely, but it Is not 
known that any one has been killed. 
No demand has been yet made upon the 
governor for troops, but it is not be- 
lieved that the local authorities will be 
able to restore order without the pres- 
ence of the military.

A GIGANTIC STEAL 


Employes of a Liverpool J'Inn of 


Cotton Brokers 


ROB THEIR EMPLOYERS OF $750,000, 


And Lose It in Enormous Speculations 


in Cotton and Stocks, Creating a 


Panic—Confronted with Their 


Crime They Confess. 


LONDON, July 29.—Harry Hunt and 


John Wilson, manager and cashier re- 
spectively, of the firm of Reynolds & 
Gibson, cotton brokers, Liverpool, yes- 
terday pleaded to embezzlement from 
the firm. Sentence was deferred. Tho 
embezzlements are said to ' have 
amounted to £ir>0,000, and had been 
carried on for a long time. The pris- 
oners expended the money in cotton 
speculation, and accounted for their 
command of capital by stating that 
they represented a syndicate that had 
been 
formed 
for 
the purpose of 


buying 
and 
holding 
cotton 
to 


the value of £200,000. Their state- 
ments 
were 
believed 
in many 


quarters and the prisoners entered into 
enormous speculations in cotton and 
stocks. These speculations were un- 
successful and the detection of the em- 
bezzlement resulted. The failure to 
sustain in the purchase of cotton 
caused almost a panic In the market at 
the time of the discovery twenty days 
•go, and several business suspensions 
resulted 
At first it was supposed that 


the embezzlements amounted only to 
£19,000, but a search of the books lias 
since- shown that tho thefts amounted 
to at least t7oO,OOu. The prisoners con- 
fessed their guilt from the first and 
aided In the search of the books.

THE MURDERER KINO MUST DIR. 


Bis Petition lor a Writ ol Habeas Corpus 


Denied by Judge Jaekaon. 


NASHVILLE, Tenn., July ao.—Judge 


Jackson of the United States circuit 
court yesterday heard argument on the 
petition of Col. H. Clay King, of Mem- 
phis, for a writ of habeas corpus. Col. 
King was sentenced to be hanged Au- 
gust 19 for the murder of D. H. Poston, 
a prominent lawyer. The petition 
charged misconduct of the jury In hav- 
ing left.the state and gone to Arkansas 
during the trial, and also that two ju- 
ror were Incompetent. 


JudgelJackson in a lengthy opinion de- 


nied the writ He declared that he had 
no appellate jurisdiction, and could not 
review the cpro<>erilings of the state 
court which had paused upon the com- 
petency of the jurors. The trip to 
Arkansas only temporarily removed the 
court's jurisdiction, and they were not 
rendered more incompetent by the trip 
than they would have been by entering 
the post office where the state ami 
county wholly lack territorial Jurisdic- 
tion. He denied the right of appeal by 
authority of the statutes of 1835 as he 
was sitting at chambers, and the pro- 
ceedings were not the proceedings of 
the circuit court, from which there 
is appeal In habeas corpus cases. 


The Oarfleld Park Club's Case. 


CHICAGO, July 29.—Judge Baker yes- 


terday began the hearing of the Oar- 
fleld Park club's mandamus proceed- 
ings against Mayor Washburne to com* 
pel tho issuance of a license. The en- 
tire day was devoted to the arguments 
in the case, and no definite result la 
the way of a judicial determination 
was secured.

NETTliBS FOR NETTLETON. 


Severely Critical Report ot the Commit- 


tee on Immigration ana Kature.1- 


Izatlon. 


WASHINGTON, July 39.—Representa- 


tive Stump, of Maryland, from the com- 
mittee on Immigration and naturaliza- 
tion, submitted to the house yesterday 
tho report of the majority on the Ellis 
Island investigation, conducted under 
a resolution of the house. The report 
reviews tho testimony taken by tho 
committee and its visits to tho immi- 
gration station at Ellis Island, N. Y , 
for tho purposo of inspecting tnc build- 
ings there, and tho report of tho ex- 
ports appointed to examine them, and 
says that tho committee have arrived 
at these conclusions: 


That there has been great waste of 


public money in tho construction of 
tho improvement on Ellis Island. 


That all tho buildings except two 


were badly constructed of inferior ma- 
terial and poor workmanship, and 
should not have been accepted by tho 
government in their present condition. 


That George B. Hlbbard, the miper- 


intcndcnt of construction of the build- 
ings and improvements, was without 
experience and wholly unfitted for that 
position, and during tho construction 
of tho buildings ho either knowingly 
and wilfully or Ignorantly permitted 
inferior lumber to bo used, and allowed 
bad workmanship and a disregard of 
plain requirements of tie plans and 
specifications, attended with serious 
loss to tho government and illegiti- 
mate advantage to tho contractors. 


That the usual methods of the de- 


partment wcro not resorted to In ascer- 
taining the charactei of tho buildings 
necessary for fitting out the immigra- 
tion station, and proper safeguards were 
not taken to prevent a lavish expendi- 
ture of the immigrant fund for that 
purpose. Tho expenditure of the of- 
ficials of the department of 1013,000 
upon 
buildings 
and improvements, 


which, by a careful estimate, were to 
cost only *2!>0,000, which was the sum 
appropriated by congress, is without 
precedent and inexcusable. 


"The committee-," the report says, 
'has further arrived nt the conclusions 
that Assistant Secretary Nettioton has 
been guilty of great waste and extrav- 
agance in the lavish expenditure of the 
immigrant fund m the improvement of 
Ellis Island

Close of the Emancipation 


Celebration and 


Barbecue. 


Addressee by Governor Fifer and 


Others-Military Drill, Bud 


and Vocal Mualo. 


The celebration ot Emancipation Day 
y the colored people ot Deoatur and 
tieir rriends closed last night at Oakland 


Park at a late Lour. The attendance 
t night wsa not as large as the manage- 


mt expected, the threatening rain hav- 


ng kept hundreds at home and in the 
ity. 
However, there waa a goodly mini- 


Mr present to enjoy the muaio by the 
Goodman and Monitor bande.the singing 
' the Deoatur glee olab and the various 


addresses. 


THB BPBIOHBS. 


The addresses were dolivered beneath 


the big pavilion. The platform waa dec- 
rated with flags, flowers and banting, 
nd there were pictures ot Lincoln, Har- 
leon, Logan and Joe Hooker displayed. 


The speaking began early in the after- 
oon, with Hue Singleton as master ot 
oeremoniea. Bev. MeCraoken of Peoria, 
elivered an earnest prayer, invoking the 
ivine blessing on the meeting and ask- 
ng for the saooees ot nil tbe Republican 
andidates at the polla in November. 
City Attorney McDonald represented 
layor Chambers, and on behalf of De- 
atur extended a cordial welcome to the 
visitors. The speech was fall of earnest 


atriotism, in which Mr, McDonald alin- 
ed to the wonderful advancement the 
olored people had made in life since the 
hackles of slavery were broken. They 
re now engaged in all the different vo- 
litions of life that American citizens 
re engaged in and have proved them- 
elves worthy and efficient. They wor- 
hip bnt one flag and that is the stars 
nd stripes. They never carried or fol- 
owed the red flag of anarchy and stren- 
lonsly avoided lawlessnes, and their 
eaders are continually inciting them to 
ndnstry and good government. When 
he Caucasian race freed itnelf from the 
hu 'kles of superstition it took man gen- 
rations to advance in civilization to the 
.egree that the colored man has attained 
inoe the first day ot January, 1863. 
'heir liberty was not a curse as had been 
rtdioted, bat ever eince the day ot libera- 
ion there has been a worthy and earnest 
ndeavor to educate thair children and 
It ensuing generations for the duties ot 
itizenship. Even now their voices are 
>eing heard in the law making and gov- 
erning bodies with credit to their race, 
Fhey should ever press on until all pre- 
ndioes against their race have been over- 
come by the proof of the fact by them- 
selves that they were capable of attaining 
to the highest degree ot citizenship, and 
capable ot filling any and all stations in 
ife. 


The response was made by J. B. Tur- 


ner of Springfield, who returned thanks 
tor the earnest welcome and spoke with 
considerable feeling as he alluded to the 
life of the negro north and south. 


AKUIEB8 BY OOVRBNOR 1'IFBlt. 


Governor Fifer, who is looking and 


'eeling well, in the start said it woe abso- 
utely necessary fur him to be in Spring- 
field by night, and therefore he would 
speak briefly as he would leave on the 
3:10 train. He waa received with much 
enthusiasm by the people. He spoke 
entirely on the subject of Emancipation 
without a shade of politics in the address. 
[Io devoted the first part ot the address 
to s clear exposition of how the institn- 
iion ot slavery fastened itself upon the 
nstitutions ot this country, and declared 
that it Abraham Lincoln had not wiped 
out the blot God Almighty in the end 
would have overthrown the curse. Our 
statesmen ot tbe past—CO years ago—did 
not believe in slavery. They were al- 
ways looking forward to the time when 
there would be no slavery. The advo- 
cates of slavery became aggressive, grasp- 
ing nnd insolent. The speaker was not 
present to stir up strife—one section 
against another. The Governor said he 
was born in a jslave state. In his boy- 
Uooii days at his home in Stannton, in 
the bhenandoah Valley, be had seen 
slaves chained together and marched up 
to the pump for water jast like stock. 
Even then 16 seemed wrong to me and 
cny father did not believe in it. He 
brought his children to a free state where 
they could be educated. In I860 the 
friends of slavery btook an attitude to 
push the system north, aontb, east and 
west. 
The country became alarmed. 


Lincoln detested slavery as did Gerritt 
Hmith and other abolitionists. The con- 
stitution of the country recognized sla- 
very. After, war was declared Lincoln 
moved as rapidly aa possible to overthrow 
the curse. You will remember that tbe 
proclamation ot emancipation was issued 
August 4, 1862. There was then much 
misgiving as to the wisdom ot the polioy 
in the army. Bat Lincoln was moving as 
rapidly as he oonld. 
In order to 
succeed in this country in any undertak- 
ing yon mnat have a majority on your 
side. Measures are all right in theory, 
kmt'in order to succeed you mnat have a 
majority to carry them through. It will 
do no good to climb over the breast- 
works into the open field to be ehot 
down. That was the wisdom of Lincoln. 
Lovejoy did not hate slavery worse than 
Lincoln. He was not as great a man ns 
Lincoln and had not the capacity. Had 
it not been for Lincoln possibly the 
negro would be in slavery to-day. No 
man understood the people better than 
Lincoln. He was one of them. He sat 
at their firesides in thousands ot homes 
and talked with them. And when the 
crucial test came he pressed his grant 
heart against the people of the North, 
and a great shout went up as they sang 
out "We are coming Father Abraham." 
The Governor hod no fear of the negro 


as a race. They are as true to the old 
flag as the needle to the pole. They are 
true friends of Republican free institu- 
tions, a law abiding and industrious peo- 
ple, programing as rapidly as could be 
expected under the circumstances. 


Xon have been liberated, the shackles 


have b*an broken and the auction block 
is no longer seen in tbe land. We have 
bad to mako many apologies for yon. 
Yon have not hud a fair chance with the 
white man. The two hundred years ot 
slavery have unfitted yon for the battle 
of life; bnt we have thrown the mantle of 
charity over your mistakes.

He 
stood np to give reminiscences ot slave 
days, and it Nelson Is anything at all 
more than another he is a red-hot Repub- 
lican. He said slavery was the greatest 
curse of all time, introduced into this 
country August 18,1620. And we have 
endured th« cane all the time down to 
Lincoln, the speaker said he couldn't 
read, bat he had a good deal of mother 
wit. He was now a Methodist, bnt be 
had been a Baptist, but he didn't have 
anything to say against the Baptists. 
John Wesley had Converted him to Meth- 
odism. Hagerman hud seen bis mother 
and brother sold on the block. He had 
been on the block three times himself. 
Those were in the "good old" Demo- 
cratic 
and 
free 
trade times. 
He 


bad seen 
negroes chained 'together 


and driven about. He had seen them 
in trading pens with stone walls so high 
they oon.'d not escape. 
He had seen 


spores tied np to a post and whipped un- 
til the lleeh was cut through, to be fur- 
ther tortured by applications of salt 
water and pepper. God help that party. 
The Democrats did not believe in ed- 
ucation, only a little for tbe poor 
whites, and 
none at 
all for 
the 


negro. In those Democratic days men 
worked for 25 cents a day and it took a 
good man to earn that much. The poor 
man then was content to have u sifter ot 
meal and a littlp bacon. The speaker 
believed that Lincoln was sent by God 
to liberate the slaves. Hsgerman wau a 
soldier in the war, and he said when he 
marched into Richmond he thought he 
weighed 400 pounds. The Republican 
party opened the school honsee and the 
churches for the negro.

entertainingly on life in'the South in the 
slave days. He formerly lived in Flor- 
ida nnd like Mr. Hagerman he knew 
what slavery hod done for him. 


Dunn damp, Sons of Veterans, of 


Springfield, with Captain Kates in com- 
mand, gave the people a very entertain- 
ing military drill, and after mueio by the 
Monitor band the people dispersed, ex- 
cept those who lingered at the park to 
partake of the barbecue supper. 


THE NIOIIT MEETING. 


The pavilion was nearly filled and 


large numbers stood on tbe outside lo 
hear the music and the speeches. "Amer- 
ica and "John Brown's Body" were 
among the selections. 


Elder Simon, cf Springfield, waa the

Dr. Oalhoan spoke nearly an hour on 


thu effects of slavery, and gave a number 
ot illustrations to emphasize his points. 


A. F. Smith was presented by Rev. J. 


S. Woods. He spoke quite a while, and 
after mnsio the meeting closed.
